Thanksgiving. 


Il. Each Prayer follows immediately on a Hymn—therefore remain standing 
at the end of each hymn. 


II. No Prayer is long. They are not printed, lest the restless turning over of 
pages defeat our concentration. We ask then for that Silence that is not 
a tension, but the symbol of the attentive spirit. 


IV. Each Prayer is composed of very short petitions. Each Petition will have 
varied Response, first from the Founder Padre. His Response shall then be 
repeated by us all. (N.B.—That is, after him, in repetition, and not with 
him in unison.) 


V. ae Hymn shall be introduced solely by the playing of the Tune on the 
rgan. 


VI. We shall be seated only for the short Silence at the commencement, the 
Reading of the Lessons, and for the Address.

THE LORD’S PRAYER. 
(In which all shall join.) 
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THREE LESSONS FROM AN OLDER COVENANT. 


(The congregation seated.) 


Let us call to mind the Thanksgiving of an earlier day : 


When the builders laid the foundations of the Temple of the Lord.....they sang 
one to another in praising and giving thanks to the Lord saying, for he is good, 
for his mercy endureth for ever. And all the people shouted with a great 
shout, when they praised the Lord, because the foundation of the house of the 
Lord was laid. But many of the Priests and heads of fathers houses, the old 
men that had seen the first house, when the foundation of this house was laid 
before their eyes, wept with a loud voice; and many shouted aloud for joy: 
so that the people could not discern the noise of the shout of joy from the noise 
of the weeping of the people: for the people shouted with a loud shout, and the 
noise was heard afar off. Ezra 3.11-13. 


Let us call to mind a Royal Dedication ; 


And now O Lord my God, thou hast made thy servant King instead of David 
my father: and I am buta little child : I know not how to go out or to come in. 
And thy servant is in the midst of thy people which thou hast chosen, a great 
people, that cannot be numbered nor counted for multitude. Give thy servant 
therefore an understanding heart to judge thy people, that I may discern between 
good and evil : for who is able to judge this thy great people ? And the speech 
pleased the Lord that Solomon had asked this thing. And God said unto him, 
because thou hast asked this thing, and hast not asked for thyself long life ; 
neither hast asked riches for thyself, nor hast asked the life of thine enemies ; 
but hast asked for thyself understanding to discern judgement ; behold I have 
done according to thy word : lo, I have given thee a wise and understanding 
heart ; so that there hath been none like thee before thee, neither after thee 
shall any arise like unto thee.....And if thou wilt walk in my ways, to keep my 
statutes and commandments, as thy father David did walk, then I will lengthen 
thy days. I Kings 3.7-14. 


In thanksgiving and dedication, let us set our Course : 


The spirit of the Lord God is upon me : because the Lord God hath anointed 
me to preach good tidings unto the meek: he hath sent me to bind up the 
broken hearted, to proclaim liberty to the captives, and the opening of the 
prison to them that are bound ; to comfort all that mourn; to appoint unto 
them that mourn in Zion, to give unto them a garland for ashes, the oil of joy 
for mourning, the garment of praise for the spirit of heaviness ; that they might be 
called trees of righteousness, the planting of the Lord, that he might be glorified. 
And they shall build the old wastes, they shall raise up the former desolations, 
and they shall repair the waste cities, the desolations of many generations. 


Ye shall be named the priests of the Lord: men shall call you the ministers of 
our God .... 


Their seed shall be known among the nations, and their offspring among the 
peoples : all that see them shall acknowledge them, that they are the seed which 
the Lord hath blessed. For as the earth bringeth forth her bud, and as the 
garden causeth the things that are sown in it to spring forth : so the Lord God 
will cause righteousness and praise to spring forth before all the nations. 

For Zion’s sake will | not hold my peace, and for Jerusalem’s sake I will not 
rest, until her righteousness go forth as brightness, and her salvation as a Lamp 
that burneth. Tsaiah 61 and 62. 


THE ORGAN SHALL CALL US TO BE UPSTANDING IN PRAISE. 


During the singing of the fourth verse the wooden cross 
from the grave of an unknown soldier will be entrusted 
to a representative of Shaftesbury Lodge, Bournemouth.

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FOUR LESSONS FROM THE NEW COVENANT.

how unsearchable are his judgements and his ways past tracing out ! For who 
hath known the mind of the Lord ? or who hath been his counsellor ? or who 
hath first given to him, and it shall be recompensed unto him again? For of 
him, and through him, and unto him, are all things. To him be the glory for 
ever. Amen. Ce 

I beseech you therefore, brethren, by the mercies ot God, to present your 
bodies a living sacrifice, holy, acceptable to God, which is your reasonable 
service. And be not fashioned according to this world : but be ye transformed 
by the renewing of your mind, that ye may prove what is the good and 
acceptable and perfect will of God. : 

For I say, through the grace that was given me, to every man that is among 
you, not to think of himself more highly than he ought to think ; but so to 
think as to think soberly, according as God hath dealt to each man a measure 
of Faith. Romans 11 and 12. 


That we may love widely : 


If 1 know all mysteries and all knowledge ; and if I have all faith, so as to 
remove mountains, but have not love, I am nothing. And if I bestow all my 
goods to feed the poor, and if I give my body to be burned, but have not love, 
it profiteth me nothing. 

Love suffereth long, and is kind ; love envieth not ; love vaunteth not itself, is 
not puffed up, doth not behave itself unseemly, seeketh not its own, is not 
provoked, taketh not account of evil; rejoiceth not in unrighteousness, but 
rejaiceth with the truth; beareth all things, believeth all things, hopeth all 
things, endureth all things. Love never faileth. 1 Corinthians 13. 


That we may witness humbly : 


Jesus spake this parable unto certain which trusted in themselves that they 
were righteous, and set all others at nought : 

Two men went up into the temple to pray ; the one a Pharisee and the other a 
publican. The Pharisee stood and prayed thus with himself, God I thank thee, 
that I am not as the rest of men, extortioners, unjust, adulterers, or even as this 
publican. | fast twice in the week ; | give tithes of all that I get. But the 
publican, standing afar off, would not lift up so much as bis eyes unto heaven, 
but smote his breast saying, God, be merciful to me a sinner. 

l say unto you, This man went down to his house justified rather than the 
other: for everyone that exalteth himself shall be humbled; but he that 
humbleth himself shall be exalted. St, Luke 18. 9-14. 
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That we may build bravely : 


We are labourers together with God: ye are God's husbandry, ye are God's 
building. For other foundation can no man lay than that is laid, which is Jesus 
Christ. For if any man build upon this foundation, gold, silver, precious stones 
wood, hay, stubble ; every man’s work shall be made manifest : for the Day 
shall declare it, because it shall be revealed by fire ; and the fire shall try every 
man’s work of what sort it is. If any man’s work abide which he hath built 
thereon, he shall receive a reward. If any man’s work shall be burned, he 
shall suffer loss ; but he himself shall be saved; yet so as by fire. 
Know ye not that ye are the temple of God, and that the Spirit of God dwelleth 
in you ? If any man defile the temple of God, him shall God destroy ; for the 
temple of God is holy, which temple ye are. 1. Corinthians 3.9-17.
